SUBJECT: Report of Sighting at Ladd Field, 9 January 1948

1, The following sighting was made at 23002, 9 January 1948 in 
the vicinity of Ladd Field: 


ae A definite contrail which seemed to hava a phosphorescent 
glow and intermittent flashes at point of origin, 


be Five Officers and men of the 72nd Roconnaissance Squadron 
obsecvad the contrail and gave varying descriptions of it, The objeot 
or aircraft was sighted in a position north of wast of Ladd Field and 
originally appeared as a vertical contrail on the horizon and as it cams 
closer, it was horizontal, The centrail was lost in the overcast just 
»ast of Ladd Field, 


Ce After the sighting was made and reported, an interrogation 
and thorough check was made. 


2. The interrogation revealed that the object or aircraft making 
the contrail was not seen but apparantly the flashes and glow caused by 
the sua reflecting off the surface of the object or aircrart were noticed, 


3. The original check on Mile 25 aircraft flying ia the vicinity of 
Ladd Field was first made to Lada Field base operations, At this time, it 


was reported that no aircraft from Mile 26 were flying in the weednity or 
Lad isld, A recheck with the Operations Officer at Mile 25, made some 
after the original reports were submitted, indicated several aircraft 
cla with one of them in vicinity of Ladd Fisld at 2300Z. A
